Receipt and entry of Applicant's Preliminary Amendment dated January 23, 2004 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent.

Regarding claims 1, and 8-10, Hoshi discloses a emission reduction apparatus for an 
engine exhaust (e.g. 2, 3, 4, 5), the apparatus comprising first and second exhaust paths (e.g. 2, 3, 



4, 5) and first and second regenerable emission reduction elements (e.g. 7, 8) in the respective

paths in which the first emission reduction element (e.g. 7) has a greater emission reduction 
capacity than the second emission reduction element (e.g. 8) (e.g. See Figs. 1-16; col. 30-34, 
lines 1-67). 

Regarding claim 2, Hoshi further discloses that the first and second emission reduction 
elements have at least one of a heat dependent regeneration regime and a heat dependent 
emission reduction regime (e.g. See Figs. 1-16; col. 30-34, lines 1-67). 

Regarding claim 3, Hoshi further discloses that the emission reduction element comprises 
aNOx trap (e.g. See Figs. 1-16; col. 30-34, lines 1-67). 

Regarding claim 4, Hoshi further discloses that the NOx trap includes a particulate filter 
(e.g. See Figs. 1-16; col. 30-34, lines 1-67). 

Regarding claim 5, Hoshi further discloses that the second emission reduction element 
has a lower operative temperature formulation than the first emission reduction element (e.g. See 
Figs. 1-16; col. 30-34, lines 1-67). 

Regarding claim 6, Hoshi further discloses a controller for controlling operation of the 
apparatus (e.g. See Figs. 1-16; col. 30-34, lines 1-67). 

Regarding claim 7, Hoshi further discloses an exhaust path (e.g. See Figs. 1-16; col. 30- 
34, lines 1-67). 

Claims M0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by Yokoi et al 
(Yokoi) (Patent Number 6,516,612). 

Regarding claims 1, and 8-10, Yokoi discloses a emission reduction apparatus for an 
engine exhaust (e.g. 38, 42, 138, 142), the apparatus comprising first and second exhaust paths 
(e.g. 38, 42, 138, 142) and first and second regenerable emission reduction elements (e.g. 40, 44, 
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140, 144) in the respective paths in which the first emission reduction element (e.g. 44) has a 
greater emission reduction capacity than the second emission reduction element (e.g. 40) (e.g. 
See Figs. 1-9; col. 5, lines 7-42). 

Regarding claim 2, Yokoi further discloses that the first and second emission reduction 
elements have at least one of a heat dependent regeneration regime and a heat dependent 
emission reduction regime (e.g. See Figs. 1-9; col. 5, lines 7-42). 

Regarding claim 3, Yokoi further discloses that the emission reduction element comprises 
a NOx trap (e.g. See Figs. 1-9; col. 5, lines 7-67; col. 6, lines 1-64). 

Regarding claim 4, Yokoi further discloses that the NOx trap includes a particulate filter 
(e.g. See Figs. 1-9; col. 5, lines 7-67; col. 6, lines 1-64). 

Regarding claim 5, Yokoi further discloses that the second emission reduction element 
has a lower operative temperature formulation than the first emission reduction element (e.g. See 
Figs. 1-9; col. 5, lines 7-67; col. 6, lines 1-64). 

Regarding claim 6, Yokoi further discloses a controller for controlling operation of the 
apparatus (e.g. See Figs. 1-9; col. 5, lines 7-67; col. 6, lines 1-64). 

Regarding claim 7, Yokoi further discloses an exhaust path (e.g. See Figs. 1-9; col. 5, 
lines 7-67; col. 6, lines 1-64). 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure and consists of four patents: 
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Ueda et al. (Pat. No. 6886329), Nishiyama et al. (Pat. No. 6647710), Watanabe et al. (Pat. 
No. 6253547), and Hitomi et al. (Pat. No. 5233831) all discloses an exhaust gas purification for use 
with an internal combustion engine.
